UN expects 'the worst' in Philippines typhoon 
disaster 


TAG LO SAN (AFP) - The 
UN warned it expected "the 
worst" m the typhoon disaster 
that devastated the Philip¬ 
pines, saying one town alone 
may have more than 10,000 
dead, adding even more ur¬ 
gency ta rescue operations 
underway Tuesday. 

The Manila government 
has declared a national emer¬ 
gency and desperation was 
mounting m the central 
Philippines where countless 
bodies were scattered across 
wastelands, four days after 
the unprecedented havoc 
wreaked by Super Typhoon 
Haiyan. 

US marines have joined 
the frantic effort to find and 
help famished survivors, de¬ 
ploying to a zone where en¬ 
tire towns were flattened and 


communities were bereft of 
food, water and medi cine. 

Tlie United Nations 
warned Monday the death 
toll was quickly mounting 
"We are certainly expect¬ 
ing the worst As we get more 
and more access we find the 
tragedy of mare and more 
people killed in tbs ty¬ 
phoon," atop UN humanitar¬ 
ian official, John Gmg, said. 

He was unable to give an 
estimated overall toll for the 
disaster, telling a news con¬ 
ference at UN headquarters 
"it is estimated now over 
1G,DGQ people perished" 

UN humanitarian chief 
Valerie Amos said m a state¬ 
ment that "local officials es¬ 
timate that some 10,000 
people were killed in one city 
alone," referring to Taclob an. 


capital of the eastern 
province of Leyte. 

The United Nations was to 
appeal for significant interna¬ 
tional aid for victims on 
Tuesday. 

Relief cannot came soon 
enough for Joan Lumbre- 
Wilson, 54, who was among 
a large crowd of people gath¬ 
ered around one of the few 
relief centres in tire ruined 
city of Taclob an 

"We want an organised, 
coordinated brigade to collect 
the dead bodies, bring food 
and stop the looting," she 
said 

"Ithas been four days. We 
want water and food. We 
want someone who will help. 
We are emotionally drained 
and physically exhausted. 
There are many babies and 
children who need attention

World sends emergency 
relief to battered 
Philippines 



MANILA (AFP) - The 
United States, Australia and 
the United Nations mobilised 
emergency aid to the Philip¬ 
pines as the scale of the dev¬ 
astation unleashed by Super 
Typhoon Haiyan emerged 
Monday 

The United States said 
Monday it was providing $ JO 
million in humanitarian aid 
as well as additi Dnai tro op s to 
help out. 

Four MV-22B Ospreys -- 
aircraft that can operate in 
difficult environments — and 
three KC-130J Hercules 
planes headed to the disaster 
zones from Japan, the US 
Marine Corps said in a state¬ 
ment. 

On board were some 90 
marines and sailors tasked 
with helping a humanitarian 
assistance survey team of 
around 90 US soldiers al¬ 
ready on the ground in the 
wake of Typhoon Haiyan, 
which killed thousands of 
people when it flattened en¬ 
tire towns just days ago. 

The United Nations said it 
fears more than 10,000 peo¬ 
ple were killed in the city of 
Tael a b an al on e, and warn e d 
it was "expecting the worst" 
for the final body count. 

US Marines who arrived 
m the city of Ta cob lan earlier 
Monday to deliver emer¬ 
gency supplies expressed 
shock at the devastation. 

" Ev erythin g"s d e stray e d," 
said Brigadier General Paul 
Kennedy, the commanding 
general of the Okinawa- 
based 3rd Marine Expedi¬ 
tionary Brigade. 

Even Vietnam, despite 
coping itself with a mass 
evacuation programme as a 


weakened Haiyan swung 
onto its territory, provided 
emergency aid worth 
$100,0DO and said it "stands 
by the Philippine people in 
tbs difficult situation" 

The relief operation was 
focused an the city of 
Taclob an Dn Leyte island, 
three days after one of the 
biggest storms in recorded 
history demolished entire 
communities across the cen¬ 
tral Philippines and left 
countless bodies as well as 
gnawing desperation in its 
wake 

The Australian govern¬ 
ment pledged Ausl 10 million 
dollars (US$9.3£ million), 
with Foreign Minister Julie 
Bishop describing the unfold¬ 
ing tragedy as "absolutely 
devastating" and an a "mas¬ 
sive scale" 

The sum includes Aus|4 
million towards a UN global 
appeal and Aus$3 million for 
Australi an non- gov eminent or- 
g am sail on s The aid will in¬ 
clude tarpaulms, si eep mg mats, 
mosquito nets, water contain¬ 
ers and health and hygiene kits. 

A team of Australian 
medics will leave on Wednes¬ 
day via a C17 military trans¬ 
port plane from Darwin to 
join disaster experts already 
an the ground, the govern¬ 
ment said. 

The UN children's fund 
UNICEF said a cargo plane 
carrying SO tonnes of aid in¬ 
cluding shelters and medicine 
would arrive in the Philip¬ 
pines Tuesday, to be followed 
by deliveries of water purifi¬ 
cation and sanitation equip¬ 
ment. 
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Arrested Greenpeace crew 
being moved to Saint 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
moved the crew of a Green¬ 
peace Arctic protest ship from 
tli e no rih em p ort o f Mumian sk 
an Monday and put them on a 
tram to Saint Petersburg, au¬ 
thorities and the organisation 
said. 

The Saint Petersburg prison 
service sad in a statement that 
the "detention centres of the 
city are ready to receive these 
p e Dpi e," with out sp eci fying 
which of the facilities would 
be used. 

The 23 activists and two re¬ 
porters, arrested m September 
after protesting against oil ex¬ 
ploration in the Barents Sea, 
left their detention centre at 
5:00 am (01Q0 GMT) in a 
truck Greenpeace spokes¬ 
woman Damuelle Taaffe. 

"The ArcticS0 are being 


transferred away from Mur¬ 
mansk. They shouldn't be in 
jail at all!" Greenpeace wrote 
an its Twitter account. 

A source in die law enforce¬ 
ment authorities confirmed this 
to ITAR-TASS news agency. 

The arrested crew of die ship 
Arctic Slumse includes 26 for¬ 
eigners from IS countries held 
for nearly two months on 
charges of piracy and hooli¬ 
ganism after an attempt to 
scale an ail platform operated 
by Russia's energy giant 
Gazprom 

One of Russia's northern¬ 
most cities, Murmansk endures 
polar mgilts m die winter, with 
temperatures often dropping to 
below minus 2D degrees Cel¬ 
sius (mams 22 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit).

A judge m the district court 
of Frank enth al, Finn el and- 
Palatinate state in western Ger¬ 
many, also prohibited the man 
from practising medicine for

Hie judge said the gynae¬ 
cologist violated the "most 
personal part, of life" of women 
m 1,467 cases, and also found 
the doctor guilty of sexual 
abuse in three cases, reported 
national news agency DPA 
Hie doctor last Ins medical 
license and will likely never 
get it back, DPA reported the 
judge saying. 

Hie da ctor recorded the im¬ 
ages from 200 S to 2011 

After being tipped off by 
two long-time medical assis¬ 
tants, investigators found tens 
of thou sands of photos of well 
over a thousand patients in the 



man's possession, DPA re¬ 
ported. 

Women were photographed 
in the changing room and 
while on the treatment table, 
according to the agency, and 
dozens of video sequences 
were also discovered 

The verdi ct was “outside of 
our expectations", Goetz

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Sleep helps brain stay fit by 
clearing waste 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Like 
a janitor sweeping the halls 
after the lights go out, major 
changes occur in the brain dur¬ 
ing sleep to flush out waste and 
ward off disease, researchers 
said Thursday. 

The research in the journal 
Science a ffers new answers to 
explain why people spend a 
third of their lives asleep and 
may help m treating dementia 
and other neurological disor¬ 
ders 

In lab experiments on mice, 
researchers observed how cel¬ 
lular waste was flushed out via 
the brain's blood vessels into 
the body's circulatory system 
and eventually the liver 
These waste products in¬ 
cluded amyloid beta, a protein 
that when accumulated is a 
dnv er o f Alzh enn er's di s ease 
In order to help remove the 
waste, cerebral spinal fluid is 
pumped through brain tissue 
The process is sped along 
during sleep because the 
brain's cells shrink by about 60 
percent, allowing the fluid to 
move faster and more freely 
through the brain 
The whole operation takes 
place in what researchers call 
die glymphatic system, which 
appeal's to be nearly 10 times 
more active during sleep than 
while awake 

"The brain only has limited 
energy at its disposal," said 
lead author Maiken Nedei- 
gaard of the University of 


Ro'Chester Medical Center. 

" You can think of it like hav¬

Indian Mars mission suffers glitch but 'no setback' 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's 
Mars spacecraft suffered a 
brief engine failure Monday as 
scientists tried to move it into 
a higher orbit around Earth, 
but controllers denied any set- 
fa ack to the ambitious low-ea st 
mission 

The Mars Orb iter Mission, 
which blasted off Dn Novem¬ 
ber 5 far a 11 -month trip to the 
Red Planet is bang launched 
an its way via an unusual 
“slingshot" method for inter¬ 
planetary journeys 

Lacking a large enough 
racket ta blast directly out of 
Earth's atmosphere and gravi¬ 
tational pull, the Indian space¬ 
craft is orbiting Earth until the 
end of tlie month while build¬ 
ing up enough velocity to 
break free. 

On Monday during a fourth 
repositioning to take it 100.000 
kilometres (61,000 miles) from 
Earth, the thruster engines 
briefly failed, leading die auto¬ 
pilot to take over. 

"It's not a setback at all To- 
morraw again well raise the 
orbit to 100,0 DO kilometres," a

named in honour of Ins wife.

The jeweller was charged 
with counterfeit on June 14. a 
judicial source told AFP 
Van Cleef &.Arpels disputes 
Le Goal'ant's, story and claims 
full ownership of the design 
The dispute is just the latest 
between the trader and the 
company connected to a sepa¬ 
rate affair b etween Le Go arant 
and another trader, Robert 
Szurneraj, with whom he 
stared an office before 
Szurneraj was murdered in 
1997 by a business rival 
Le Go arant alleges that 
Szurneraj took the designs 
horn a safe without his knowl¬ 
edge and attempted to sell

CARACAS (AFP) - The 
Venezuelan government lias 
expanded the scope of a crack¬ 
down on soaring inflation after 
sending troops into appliance 
stores over the weekend to 
slash prices 

Large, sometimes unruly 
crowds massed outside such 
chain stores, hoping to take ad¬ 
vantage of huge m ark dawns 
mandated by the government. 

President. Nicolas Madura 
said Sunday he w r as extending 
the crackdown, which so far 
has focused on appliance 
stores, to textiles, footwear, 
toys, hardware and automo¬ 
biles. 

He also said he would use 
special powers that he is seek¬ 
ing from the National Assem¬ 
bly to impose caps on private 
sector profits. 

"I am going to ask for norms 
and the maximum penalty al¬ 
lowed under the constitution 
for these types of crimes be¬ 
cause we have to stabilize the 
functioning of the economy," 
he said 

The government interven¬ 
tion comes less than a month 
before municipal elections that 
are seen as a key test of 
strength six months after 
Madura's contested election to 
replace tlielate Hugo Chavez 

Under Madura, inflation has 
spiked to more than 54 percent 
annually, shortages of basic 
goods are widespread, and fre¬ 
quent power outages have 
drawn attention to the oil-rich 
country's fraying infrastruc¬ 
ture 

Rampant crime and corrup¬ 
tion also have eroded a social 
fabric already stressed by 
Venezuela's deep social and 
political divisions. 


Tire leftist government's lat¬ 
est confrontation with the pri¬ 
vate sector began Friday with 
Maduro s announcement that 
he had ordered "the occupa¬ 
tion"' a f th e Daka chain o f el ec - 
tromes and appliance stores, 
and the sale of all its inventory 
to tlie public "at a fair price." 

"Let nothing be left on die 
shelves, and nothing in die 
warehouses," he said. 

Crowds quickly formed out¬ 
side stores around the country, 
as word spread. 

National Guard troops w r ere 
posted at the doors to control 
the crowds, but m Valencia, 
the country's third largest city, 
people smashed windows and 
tried to make off with goods. 

Maduro appealed for calm 
Saturday night, noting the in¬ 
cident in Valencia and urging 
the public not to be provoked 
by "infiltrators" 

At other stores, people 
formed long lines and slept in 
the streets to keep their places 
as troops took names and al¬ 
lowed people m to shop in 
small groups 

"Madura's measure is good 
for us, but I suppose its bad for 
tlie businesses," said An a Gar¬ 
cia, a young office worker who 
had spent two hours m a line 
Monday morning outside a 
store m eastern Caracas 

"If store owners really did 
import their products with dol¬ 
lar's bought at the official rate, 
and then priced their goods at 
the parallel rate, then they are 
malting a mockery of tlie peo¬ 
ple," she said. 

As she spoke, shoppers 
passed carrying plasma TVs, 
microwaves and washing ma¬ 
chines purchased at less than 
half pn ce.

LOS ANGELES {AFP) - Med¬ 
ical files proving Hollywood 
screen siren Marilyn Monroe 
underwent cosmetic surgery 
sold for 325,600 during a 
weekend auction in Califor¬ 
nia. The sale, organized in 
Severly Hills by Julien's 
Auctions, was dedicated to 
personal objects of the rich 
and famous, including Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor, Julie Andrews, 

Greta Garbo and Princess 
Diana, Monroe's medical file 
had aroused curiosity be¬ 
cause it includes several x- 
rays of the star's face and 
medical summaries offering details on the surgeries she had. The medical records refer 
to Monroe by various aliases. She saw Dr. Michael Gurdiin from July 1958 and her chief 
complaint was "chin deformity." In 1950, then 24, the star of "Some Like It Hot" and 
The Seven-year Itch" had a cartilage implant in her chin, which the doctor said slowly 
began to dissolve. The implant was done as part of a procedure called a tip rhinoplasty, 
on the end of Monroe's nose, the records show. The file also describes an ectopic preg¬ 
nancy, in 1957 in New York, five years before her death. Also sold at the auction - fetch¬ 
ing even higher prices than the medical file - were Monroe's Redbook Award from 1952, 
for $62,500 and a series of photos, with copyrights, of the sex symbol's trip to visit sol¬ 
diers during the Korean War.

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Racial insults and threats re¬ 
vealed in the bullying contro¬ 
versy involving Miami 
Dolphins teammates Richie In¬ 
cognito and Jonathan Martin 
are the latest in a series of off- 
held issues that have nagged 
the NFL tins season. 

From settling lawsuits over 
long term head-trauma injuries 
with retired players to tighter 
concussion protection rules 
and concerns over stress on 
coaches after Dns suffered a 
mini-stroke and another 
needed heart surgery last 
week, the NFL was already 
facing issues tins season 

But the latest concern came 
when Dolphins blocker Martin 
walked off die team after say¬ 
ing he was subjected to racial 
slurs and threats of violence 
against himself and Ins family 
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by hnemate neighbor Incog¬ 
nito. 

Incognito was suspended in¬ 
definitely a week ago by the 
Dolphins, whose game Mon¬ 
day against Tampa Bay 
marked the team's first contest 
after a week of distractions and 
claims- die team's locker roam 
was out of control and leader- 
less 

Incognito toid Fox Spoils in 
an interview telecast Sunday 
that, he regretted the language 
he used but also said that Mar¬ 
tin had issued threats to him m 
an e-mail but that he never 
took them seriously. 

ESPN reported that Martin 
would likely not return to the 
Dolphins tins season and 
might not play for the team 
again because of the contrD- 
veisy, although he hopes to re¬ 
sume lus NFL career at some 
point. 

Many Dolphins' players 
came to the support of Incog¬ 
nito once the controversy be¬ 
came a major issue, offensive 
tackle Tyson Clabo saying 
Martin "needs to stand up and 
be a man." 

Hie Sun-Sentmtel newspa¬ 
per reported that Dolphins 
coaches asked Incognito to 
"toughen up Martin after the 
newcomer missed a valuntaiy 
o ff- s easo n wo rk out six m onths 
ago -- a subject about which 
Incognito would not comment 

Hie Ml anu Herald said that 
teammates allowed Incognito 
to make inappropriate racial 


comments and saw Martin as 
out of touch for turning such 
comments into a bullying issue 
Racial insult issues came 
into focus m July when 
Philadelphia Eagles receiver 
Riley Cooper used a racial slur 
m a vi d eo m ad e publi c j ust b e - 
fore the start of the teams 
training camp. Cooper scuffled 
with a teammate the following 
week but has helped the Eagles 
stall 5-5 to share the NFC East, 
division lead, catching 28 
passes for 555 yards and seven 
touchdowns

After years of denials, can¬ 
cer-survivor Armstrong --who 
has been stripped of his record 
seven Torn' de France titles 
won between 1999-to-20D5 -- 
finally admitted in January 
he'd used performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs m an interview 
with US television personality 
Oprah Winfrey 

He said the fail-out had been 
“tough" both emotionally and 
m terms of the damage to his 
estimated $125 million (£7£ 
million) fortune from those 
seeking legal redress as a result 
of the lies lie told about his 
drug-taking. 

u It's been tough," he told the 
BBC "It'sbeen real tough. IVe 
paid a high price m terms of 
my standing within the spoil, 
my reputation, certainly finan¬ 
cially because the lawsuits 
have continued to pile up, 

Brian Ccokson the new 
president of the UCI, cycling's 
world governing body has 
promised to set up an inde¬ 
pendent commission to find 
out the full extent of doping 
within the sport. 

Meanwhile Armstrong re¬ 
fused to say whether, as some 
have suggested, it was time for 
all sports to come to terms with 
performance-enhancing drugs 
by permitting thresholds rather 
than complete bans.

ORANJESTAD - Just recently 
a session of tr ainin g to ok place 
here regarding the control of 
doping. Tins training was in 
connection with the UNESCO 
project approved by the Aruba 
Olympic Committee This 
training was one of five proj¬ 
ects approved by UNESCO for 
financing. 

The training explored differ¬ 
ent criteria, tasks and respon¬ 
sibilities, the code of conduct 
and aspects a chaperone must 
take into account. In the world 
of sp oils a chap erone may h e a 
feminine or masculine person 


who assists m tiie talcing of 
samples as part of the control 
on doping This person has to 
comply with different criteria 
in order to function as a chap¬ 
erone The chaperone works 
constantly with a Doping Con¬ 
trol Officer, who is responsible 
for the process and the forms 
that must be correctly filled 
out. 

The training session was 
fasciiitated by two DCQ offi¬ 
cers of the Regional Anti 
Doing Organization to which 
the AOC is afiliated.
